Specification 

L Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102

international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Matsumoto et al 
(patent no. 6868324). 

As per claim 1, figure 1 of the Matsumoto et al reference clearly discloses the claimed 
motion control apparatus for a vehicle including a road data storing means (item 14), own 
vehicle position detecting means (item 13), vehicle speed detecting means (items 20FL, 20FR, 
20RL and 20RR), comer radius arithmetically operating means for obtaining a radius of a comer

existing on a route (item 15 and col. 10, lines 33-36), actual turning radius arithmetically 
operating means for determining the actual tuming radius based on the vehicle speed and motion 
parameters, and radius difference calculating means (item 8, col. 2, lines 13-17 and col. 9, lines 
62-66) and motion state control means for controlling the motion state of the own vehicle (item 7 
or 12). 

5. Claim 2 is currently considered allowable over the art of record.
